admitted that he could not name any 
specific cargoes.

Redfield Axles Apology T MlUctt 


Mr. Millett insisted that his ques- 


tion deserved an answer. 


Mr. Miliett said that the fish men 


had not had ample time to prepare 
themselves for the hearing. 
He said 


.that the commission had not discussed 
the question except in a general way 
and that as soon us a man who knew 
what he was talking about said some- 
thing he was squelched. 


To this. Secretary 
Redfleld 
said 


somewhat testily: 


"Mr. Millett you owe an apology to 


this commission for your language and 
attitude. They are not consistent with 
the facts in the case and are unbe- 
coming to. you as an official of .the 
state of Massachusetts." 


Mr. Millett replied, saying that he 


had no intention of offending the com- 
mission. 
If he had, he tendered 


most abject apology, which Secretary 
Redfield accepted. 


Mr. Millett saifl further that 
he 


begged pardon, but it was a subject 
in which he had interested himself 2S 
jears, and he thought he knew some-- 
thing annul, the question. 
He hoocd 


that"thc commission would always bor.r 
in mind that it was only fresh fish 
that comes in duty free. 


Mr. Redfield tartly replied. that ev- 


erybody understood 
that—that they 


had never talked about anything else. 
The commission was not

eggs or chestnuts, he siiid.

MILITARY NECESSITY 


There is some apprehension lest the 


centralisation of power in the federal 
government now adopted through mil- 
itary necessity should be maintained 
after 
the war. 
There need 
be no 


alarm on that point as the exercise 
of 
such authority in time of peace 


would be utterly undemocratic, sub- 
versive of popular freedom and intol- 
erable. 
In time of war, however, it ih 


the only policy by which the full force 
of the nation's power can be brought 
against the enemy. 


The true patriot will cheerfully obey 


the government orders when it calls 
for sacriiices on the part of civilians, 
knowing that these demands are just 
and are forced only by sheer military 
necessity. There is a limit, however, 
beyond which such demands can go in 
this country. 
Tha,t is set by the prin- 


ciples of right and justice. 
Our gov- 


ernment will never order its citizens 
to. loot, plunder, enslave or slaughter, 


. under the plea of military necessity. 


All during this war, Germany has an- j 
thorized the most cruel and fiendish 
crimes under the plea of "military ne- 
cessity." This was her excuse for in- 
vading Belgium, and for 
plundering 


and enslaving the Belgian and other 
peoples that fell under her svray. tt 
was the ezcuse she offered for wiping 
out international law and pursuing a 
policy 
of international piracy 
and 


slaughter not only of belligerents but 
also of neutrals. 
It was under the 


same plea that she made air raids up- 
on the nations with which she is at 
war, slaughtering defenseless women 
and children. This is the most ex- 
treme abuse of military necessity over 
practised by ar.y nation or anv war 
lord, but while in this cn;-:e mili'ary

The shield, or main body of the seal, 


is a white background bearing an up- 
rooted tree with 13 leaves.

top or crest appears an unfinished 
wagon wheel, which, in the army, de- 
notes a task yet to be completed.

It is certainly a serious year, 
and it will be made more serious for 
Germany than the kaiser anticipates 
despite his treacherous plottings to get 
Russia out of the fight. By a ruse he 
induced the Russians to quit fighting 
and to disperse their armies so that 
the nation is now absolutely helpless.

MILITARY NECESSITY 


There is some apprehension lest the 


centralization of power in the federa' 
government now adopted through mil- 
itary necessity should be maintained 
after the war. There need be 
alarm on ' that point as the exercise 
of 
such authority in time of peace 


would be utterly undemocratic, 
sub- 


versive of popular freedom and intol 
erable. In time of war, however, it i; 
the only policy by which the full force 
of the nation's power can be brought 
against the enemy. 


The true patriot will cheerfully obey 


the government orders when it calls 
for sacrifices on the part of civilians, 
knowing that these demands are just 
and are forced only by sheer military 
necessity. There is a limit, however, 
beyond which such demands can go in 
this country. That is set by the prin- 
ciples of right and justice. Our gov- 
ernment will never order its citizens 
to loot, plunder, enslave or slaughter, 
under the plea, of military necessity. 
All during this war, Germany has au- 
thorized the most cruel and fiendish 
crimes under the plea, of "military ne- 
cessity." This was her excuse for in- 
vading Belgium, and for plundering 
and enslaving the Belgian and other 
peoples that fell under her sway. It 
was Uie excuse she offered for wiping 
out international law and pursuing a 
policy of international 
piracy 
and 


slaughter not only of belligerents but 
also of neutrals. 
H was under the 


fcaoie plea that she- made air raids up- 
on the nations with which she is at 
war, slaughtering defenseless women 
and children. This is the most ex- 
treme abuse of military necessity ever 
practised by any nation or any war 
lord, but while in this case military 
necessity is used in open anil wilful 
defiance of all the laws of civilization, 
it is used by the United States always 
with due respect for law and for the 
defense of civilization and the rights 
of humanity.
